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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

a) a method of coating a medical device by applying a polymer in melt or liquid state (claims 1-8 
and 21-22); 

b) a method of coating a medical device by applying the coating material to a disk member. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement^and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

2. During a telephone conversation with Cameron Kerrigan on September 13, 2005 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of b), claims 9-20. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
1-8 and 21-22 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 9-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 
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It is not clear what is meant by "polymer in a liquid state". Is this meant to be a polymer 
solution or a polymer melt? For instance, at 4:6-10, the polymer is described as being in a liquid 
state and free of any solvents. At 6:21, the polymer is described as being optionally in liquid 
state or fluid flow form such as a melt. This would imply that the liquid state was other than a 
melt, and presumably in the form of a solution. Is this correct? 



7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 10 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a) Claim 10: there is no antecedent basis for "the composition". 

b) Claim 20: should be put into proper Markush terminology - selected from the group 
consisting of 



c) Claim 20: it is not clear what the difference is between a blend of polymers and a 
combination of polymers , making the claim vague.
